The Conversion of Reed. 


Ex-Speaker Reed’s convefsion to Blaine is 
getting rather more attention than it merits.

He still has somethmg of 
that feeling, and a good many people are in 
sympathy with him. The fact that he is will- 
ing to forego the luxury he has heretofore in- 
dulged in of criticising Secretary Blaine is the 
best evidence of his desire for party success.

No pocketbook was found on his per- 
son, but this fact is explained by Alexander 
Parks of No. 512 Huron street, who told the 
officers that he had seen Trumbley throw 
away a pocketbook while being pursued. 

S. L. Joseph, the partner of the wounded 
man in the dry goods firm of Fish, Joséph & 
Co., who was surmaoned immediately ‘after 
the attack, was horrified at the scene. He 
said: 

„ This is terrible. I tett Mr. Fish half an 
hour ago. He and S.Greenebaum and myself 
had dihed at the Wellington as usual, and I 
had left him at the door of the Brunswick- 
Balke company and walked over to the store 
in company with Mr. Greenebaum, who is 
also a partner, while Mr. Fish was transacting

Wellington was the most prosperous as well 
as the most beautiful of the Southern Kansas 
towns.

ings, all erected within the last three or four 
years, in which time Wellington has grown 
most, It is quite a railroad center, being a 
prominent Santa Fé headquarters. It is a 
place of broad, paved streets, electric light, 
water and gas works. All of these are noW 
wiped out of existence. ; 

The Phillips House, in which the ball was 
in progress when the cyclone broke, was one 
of the handsomest hotels in Kansas. Further 
along the street, a block or two, was the Ar- 
lington Hotel, another nice structure, which 
is now in ruins. The court-house was of 
stone, built a number of years, but in appear- 
ance as strong as tle Sphinx. There is nota 
trace of it left. All Washington avenue is 
strewn with bed clothing, dresses, bricks, 
mortar, lath, shingles, and broken furniture.

N NINE DEAD AT HARPER, 


Scenes at . Wellington Paralleled Three 
Hours L ter- The Damace Done. 
Harper; Kds., May 28.—[Special.]—This 

town of 2,500 people was torn to pieces by a 

cyclone that visited it about midnight last 

night. I. was the same cyclone that devastated 
the City of Wellington at 9 o’elock, The de-

In the Ebbett Hotel there were at least thir- 
ty guests and many of these cannot be ac- 
counted for. The cyclone came without any 
warning whatever. There was a small cloud 
in the southwest, but no one noticed it partic- 
ularly. All of a sudden witha mighty roar 
the work of destruction was begun. The big 
Rothschild Building, just completed and the 
pride of the town, was torn to pieces in an in- 
stant. 

Fifty dwellings were smashed into kindling 
wood and most of them were piled in one 
spot near the Opera-house, which was lifted 
bodily for 50 feet and dropped within a block 
of its site, where it fell all to pieces of its own 
weight. The force of the cyclone was in- 
estimable. It took a locomotive that stood 
near the depot and deposited it, still steam- 
ing, in a creek half a mile away. 

The storm formed northwest of town and 


moved upon it from that direction. It

In 
the meantime nothing is knewn of the disas- 
ter there excepting the mere fact that the 
town was demolished. 

From Crystal Springs the storm swept with 
terrible force over tne country in the direction 
of Harper, carrying everything before it.

Arxansas Ciry, Ark.. May 28.—The river 
here is still rising and now the gauge is 49.8 
feet. All communication with the back coun- 
try, exeept by skiff or dug-out, is cut off. 
The water is cuttmg all kinds of queer 
capers. Bayous and = sloughs __that 
have heretofore run down stream during flood 
times are now rushing up stream at lightning 
rapidity, regardless of all laws of gravitation, 
taking not only the farmers’ fences, but act- 
ually taking his crops by the roots, soil 
and all, and carrymg it no man knows 
where. Whole fields are reported from 
which every particle of loose soil has been 
swept. The water from the Arkansas, pass- 
ing through Gum Swamp and other placus, 1s 
now pourmg over the banks into Bayou 
Bartholomew in a number of places and over- 
flowmg that stream, damaging the planting 
community along its banks.

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CASE IS REMANDED. 
- AT PORTLAND SUSTAINS 
‘THE BRIGGS APPEAL 


Papers win Be Sent to the New York Pres- 


bytery with Instructions to Try Dr. 
Briggs on the Merits of the Charges as 
Originally Made — The Committee on 
Theological Seminaries Unable to Agree 
on the Union Seminary Case-The Re- 
‘vision to Be Submitted. . 
Portianp, Ore., May 28.—80 far as the 
Presbyterian General Assembly is concerned 
the Briggs case is ended. By a vote of 429 to 
87 the appeal was sustained this afternoon, 


the judgment of the New York Presbytery 


reversed, arid the case remanded with instruc- 
tions to proceed to a trial on the merits. The 
case as remanded must be tried upon the 
same charges and specifications and no new 
matters may be introduced. All that now re- 
mains to be done is the adoption of a formal 
resolution to this effect. 

The interest in the trial was unabated 
the house was crowded all day. The most ex- 
citing tilt was upon tne question of the rights 
of members of the New York Presbytery to 
be heard. After a hard fight this was allowed 
end a general discussion preceded the vote, 
the greatest possible diversity being expressed. 
The significance of this decision.is that it es- 
tablishes a precedent of practice. rf 

The first breeze started in the General As- 
sembly today was created when the minutes 
ot the night session were read, at which the 
report of the Committee on the Revision of 
the Confession of Faith was adopted. It was 
developed that there was serious objection to 
this acwon, and a formal notice af protest was 
given. The minutes were then approved, 

The Committee on Theological Seminaries 
submitted a supplemental report, which was 
practically the same as the original, upon the 
Union Seminary case. The majority msist 
Dr. Briggs’ chair is vacant, a second party 
proposes to submit the matter to arbitration, 
and the minority favors the peaceful with- 
drawal of the seminary. The report shows 
that a conference of a week has not brought 
the members of this committee any nearer. 
The matter was sent over to be taken up as a 
special order Monday morning. 

A blow was aimed at the seminary on the 
question of aid to theological students. The 
report of the majority recommends that no 
money be paid to such students uniess they 
are matriculated at some seminary that isfrec- 
. nized and authorized by the general assem- 
83 W. Childs of Philadelphia was in- 
troduced to the assembly by Moderator Young 
in a brief but complimentary address. Mr. 
Cailds rose and bowed to a cordial rece 
but delivered no address. 

A tipple Over the Minutes. 

The assembly was opened this morning with 
the usua] devotional exercises conducted by 
Dr. Holliday of Brooklyn. The parties to the 
Briggs appeal case were among first to ar- 
rive in the church and took their places with 
the air of men in waiting. The quiet demean- 
or of the detendant. which has marked his 
course throughout all of the deliberations, was 
maintained, he seemingly being the least con- 


concerned of all present. 

The discussion — the adoption of the 
minutes developed fact that there was a 
deep-seated objection to the action of the as- 
sembly upon the revision question taken at 
the night session. Notice was given that in 
due time a formal protest against that action 
will be entered. The objection was that the 
discussion had been limited to the members 
of the Committee on Revision. 

After the final adoption of the minutes Mod- 
erator Young introdnced Gov. Pennager of 
Oregon, who delivered a. brief address, wel- 
coming the assembly to the State. 

The supplementary: report of the Committee 
on Theological Seminaries was then presented. 
It was recommended that special care be 
taken that all students be directed to attend 
only such schools as are under the supervision 
of the general assembly and that a similar 
restriction be placed upon the Board of Edu- 
cation in making appropriations to such 
students. No money isto be given to 
student who is studying in any 
authorized and recommended by the 


Conference Could Not Agree. 


With regard to Union Seminary the former 


resolutions were brought back, which had 
been previously introduced, almost without 
change. The seminary is declared to have 
failed to comply with its obligations. The 
chair of biblical theology occupied by Dr. 
Briggs is de jure vacant. 

A second resolution introduced declares that 
the seminary is living in detiance of the veto 
of the transfer of Dr. Briggs, and insists upon 
the maintenance of the compact, as 
the same has been interp by the 
General Assembly in order to maintain 
the preseat uniform and entire con- 
fidence of thechurch. The report goes on to 
recommend that the assembly state that it is 
constrained to insist upon its interpretation 
as given at Detroit. It is also recommended 
that the assembly declare that it cannot as- 
sent to the prayer of the directors of Union 
Seminary allowing the relations of the sem- 
inary to the assembly to be severed. It then 
recommends that the status quo be recog- 
nized so far as it concerns the differences of 
opinion upon the interpretation of the com- 
pact, and that the matter be given to a com- 
mittee of five selected by each body, who 
shall select another five; that this committee 
of tifteen be such committee of arbitration. 

The minority report was entered, which was 
identical with an earlier report looking to the 
peaceful withdrawal of Union Seminary and 
the formation of a new compact. 

The further consideration of the matter was 
deferred until 10 o’clock Monday or till the 
close of July. 

The trial of the case now before the assem- 
bly, the hearing of Dr. Briggs on the appeal, 
was then resumed, 

Both Sides Rest Their Cases, 

The case of the appellants was then taken 
up by the Rev. Lampe, who was followed b 
Elder McC x0k. Here both sides rested 
the question was raised whether the members 
of the New York Presbytery had the right to 
speak under the rule that “an opportunity 
shall be given to members of the judicatory

Pending this question the 
hour of adjournment arrived and the matter 
went over until the afternoon session.

SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION 


4 New York Paper Gathers Some Figures 
Regarding Delegates. 

Nzw Yorx, May 28.—-[Special.]|—The Her- 
ald will tomorrow present a carefully pre 
pared survey of the Republican situation 
based on facts and figures which furnishes a 
solid basis for intefigent reckoning as to 
the action of the convention which meets in 
Minneapolis June 7 to nominate a successor 
to President Harrison. Until quite recently 
it looked like plain sailing for Mr. Harrison 
in bis efforts to secure a renomination. ‘The 
situation since then has undergone a remark- 
able change. The Herald sent to every dele- 
gate-at-large to the Minneapolis convention 
the following telegram : 

Will you kindly wire how your delegation 
stands for choice for President; whether m favor 
of restricted or unrestricted coinage, or high 
or low tariff? . 


Tothis request there was a general response. 
The tacts and figures contained in these an- 
swers have been tabulated and at a glance at 
the accompanying table the true situation 
can be seen, not oily as regards the nomina- 
tion for the Presidency, but the position of 
the party on the silver and tariff questions. 

The table shows that Mr. Harrison will have 
866 delegates, Mr. Blaine 265, Mr. Ager 28, 
with one original McKinley man from Mon- 
tana, This leaves in the doubtful lust 238 dele- 
gates, and it is from these that Mr. Harrison 
must get the eighty-four or Mr. Blaine the 185 
votes which are necessary to secure the much- 
coveted prize. 

The black and white Republicans in three of 
the Southern States have split and will send two 
delegations to Minneapolis.: They are Ala- 
bama, with 22 votes; South Carolina, with 18; 
and Texas, with 30—a total ot 70 votes. 

On questions of platform there seems to be 
an aimost unanimous opinion. Not a dele- 
gate apparently opposes the Republican doc. 
trine of protective tariff, while the unlimited 
coinage of silver meu are able to muster only 
78 delegates out of the 898 of which the con- 
vention is cem posed, 

Foliowing is the table showing the position 
of the delegates on the Presidential nomina- 
tion, silver coinage, ang the tariff:

Michigan will give 28 votes to Alger and Mon- 
tana has one vote for McKinley. 

A brief analysis of the table will show that 
Mr. Blaine has a far better prospect of receiv- 
ing the nomination than the Herald gives him 
credit for. 

Illinois, for instance, is credited with twen- 
ty-four Harrison dele ates, and the other 
twenty-four doubtful. This is manifestly and 
radically wrong. It is acknowled y all 
who are posted on the situation in Illinow that 
Blaine will get all of Illinois’ votes which are 
not tor Harrison, The table also puts Maine 
on the doubtful list. The absurdity of this is 
patent. The more this is studied in the light 
of known facts the poorer becomes the show- 
ing for Harrison and the more certain be- 
comes the nomination of Blaine.

ror William would have hked to erter into 

ntimate relations with Christian during the 
first two years of his accession to the 
throne, and when he went to Copenhagen 
never failed to greet the King as Grand- 
father. When he saw, however, that the 
families of the Czar and Prince of Wales were 
never invited to meet him he soon 

his visits. The reason why 
these families staid away during his 
visits is because the Czarina and the 
Princess of Wales distike Emperor William 
and take no pains to conpeal their —1— 
The truth is, these Princesses are loyal 
at heart, and the annexation of Schleswig- 
Holstein is still remembered by them. 
That is why Emperor William's ab- 
sence makes the féte at Copenhagen 
an affair of some political importance. 
If he had taken part in it he would, for a 
while at least, have become reconciled with 
the Czar, whereas it is now clear that the 
political situation in the north of Europe will 
remain for some time in statu quo. 

The féte itself was brilliant, and throughout 
Europe much respect homage were shown 
toward the venerable royal couple, who have 
borne themseives so well during their many 
years of life.

investigation. They believe, many of them, 
and believe it thoroughly, consumption is 
not a disease, but the result of the operations 
of a mysterious creature called the vampire, 
which fastens itself upon a family, and, un- 
seen, and therefore indestructible by ordinary 
means, sucks the blood from first one victim 


aud then another. They believe that from the 


lonely graveyard on the rocky farm an influ- 


| ence steals for death as long as the body of the 


dead consumptive has blood in its heart, for 
there the vampire is at work and is draining 
the blood of the living victim into the h 0 
the dead. N 5 

To get rid of the vampire it is necessary to 
exhume the body and burn the ports, generally 
the heart, where the vampire lives, and ad- 
minister the ashes in some manner to the liv- 
ing and afflicted ones. ‘Lhere is a strong ele- 
ment of mysticism in the minds of these peo- 
le, and it is not perhaps st that the 
fread scourge of consumption which baffles 
medical science and sweeps away so many of 
the sturdy New-Eng rave should be in- 
vested by them with the weird superstition of 
a vampire. 

The most recent case of an outcrop of the 
vampire superstition occurred last March. 
George T. Brown, a respectable farmer of 
Exeter, lost his wife about eight years ago,

She sailed 
from Bergen April 11, and was ninety-six days on 
the voyage. Lhe sea was heavy nearly all the 
way over, and at times the sea swept over the 
decks of the little ship.

When Bismarck Advised France to Annex 
Belgium, 

In 1870 a great political sensation was caused 
by the publication of a draft treaty signed by M. 
Benedetti, proposing that Prussia should permit 
France to annex Luxembourg upon certain con- 
ditions. M. Benedetti ‘explained. that he had 
been trapped by Bismarck, and greater events 
soon caused the affair to be forgotten. The Paris 
Temps now publishes the following letter, 
never before put in type, which is 
said to have been written by Napoleon 
III. from Metz, in July, 1870, to the Due de Gram- 
mont, French Minister of Foreign Affairs: When 
I started this morning I forgot to tell you how 
important it was to write as soon as possible a 
dispatch to Lavalette in order to make it clear 
who was responsible for the all treaty and 
who took the initiative of it. My cousin Napoleon 
has reminded me, and my recoliections agree with 
bis own, that Prince Bismarck told him at Berlin 
‘You are running after impossibilities, You want 
to turn the Rhine Provinces, whith are German and 
want to remain such. Why not annex Belgium, 
where the people have the same origin, the same 
language, the same religion as yourselves? I have 
caused it to be intimated to the moms «go that if 
he entered into those views we would help him 
to take Beigium. As for my vart, if I were the 
master, and the King’s obstinacy did not staud 
in my way, the thing would be already done. 
This is quite authentic. Thus at the time of the 
Exhibition, when the King of the Belgians spoke 
to Prince Napoleon of his anxiety as to my inten- 
tions; my cousin replied. ‘You ought to be very 
grateful to the Emperor, for Bismarck made him an 
offer of Belgium, which he declined.’ in g word, 
Prussia made the offer, and we evaded replying.

Michigan Avenue Frontrge Is Considered 
Worth $4,000 a Foot by the Auditorium 
Association—ow the Fire Risk on a 
Buildiag Can Be Reduced to a Mini- 
mom-The Ideal Beal.Kstate Agent De- 
scribed—-A New Belt Line Manufactur- 
ing Town Now Projected. 

Last week was a sort f South Side week in 
real-estate lines. The formal openmg of the 
Alley L“ railroad, actual work on the long- 
hoped-for Illinois Central depot, and exten- 
sions and acquisitions by the Auditorium As- 
sociation emphasize in a striking manner the 
march of progress in the southern part of the 
city. The opening of the Alley L road to 
public service ushers in a new era in rapid 
transit history and promises much for sub- 
urban districts. Elevated roads in theory are 
attractive, but an actual road in operation 
carrying passengers safely and rapidly and 
free from the vexatious delays which seem in- 
evitable in surface traffic will be a revelation 
to even the most pronounced advocates of 
track elevation. 

It has been noted that in Chicago the sur- 
cess of any project or institution is the signal 
for the eatablishment of similar projects, In 
the days when boulevards were considered de- 
sirable the enthusiasm of the projectors led to 
the establishment of the finest system of 
boulevards controlled by any city in the coun- 
try. The success of apartment houses was 
the signal for the erection pf buildings of this 
kind in all parts of the city. In a similar 
manner, and even more recently, the success 
of high office buildings has been the occasion 
of the construction of a supply of these 
structures which is almost in excess of 
the demand, Advocates of elevated roads 
have therefore every reason to believe that the 
South Side road in actual operation wilt appeal 
more forcibly: to investors and capitalists than 
any theories or abstract ments in favor of 
this form of rapid transit service. The pre- 
diction, freely made, that within a few years 
the development of elevated roads will be 
commensurate with that of surface lines is by 
no means visionary. 

Like the alley road the IIlin 16 Central depot 
will not be fully appreciated until it is com- 
pleted and in operution. A vast majority 
of the people who have wondered 
for years how and why a rich and powerful 
corporation could be contented with the time- 
honored ruin at the foot of Lake street, can 
scarcely realize that work has actually begun 
on what will be one of the finest depot build- 
mgs in the world. The promises of Illinois 
Central officials, which in many cases have 
been received as empty bid fair to be 
fulfilled in the structure which will stand at 
the foot of the Lake-Front Park. 


Not Too Far South. 


The purchase made last week by the Audi- 
torium Association is ene answer to people 
who object to the location of the depot so fur 
south. Ten.years ago the prediction that 
frontage south of Congress street on Michi- 
gan avenue would sell fo 000 a front foot, 
and that residences wovld be torn down to be 
replaced by ten-story hotels, would have been 
considered preposterous. Such ‘s the case, 
however, and the development has by no 
means reached its limit. Ten years ago 
frontage three blocks further north was leased 
at just one-tenth of the front foot valuation 
which is now placed on property south of 
Congress street, 

The project for the erection of the Audi- 
torium Annex was scarcely decided upon be- 
fore negotiations were opened looking toward 
the erection uf a fine hotel at the corner of 
Eldredge court, two blocks further south. 
Capitalists realize that there are a few classes 
of property in Chicago which are absolutely 
limited in quantity. One of such classes in- 
cludes frontage on the Lake-Front Park, Ex- 
amples of transformation of property from 
residence to ousiness use have nut been in- 
frequent here, but no more wonderful 
change has ever been known than that 
which is gradually altering the entire nature 
of Michigan avenue. It promises svon to line 
this thoroughfare with hotels and fine business 
buildings hout its entire northern por- 
tion. If the Lake-Front Park is ever ey 
improved it will have a splendid setting, wit 
ichigan avenue built with 
structures of the high class projected. The 
ibilities on the three main thoroughfares. 
abash avenue, State street, and Michigan 
avenue from Twelfth, Twenty-second, and 
even Thirty-first street north, seem to be with- 
out bounds. 

The real estate market continues without 
new pha with unfavorable weather to act 
as an unwelcome safety-valve for any unusual 
notivity. A number of important transfers, 
sales, and leases have redeemed the week 
from dulloess. The most important of these, 
a transfer of a large holding in the wholesale 
district, is not eitirely satisfactory as a basis 
upon which to establish valuations.

DECORATION DAY. 

The season of the annual decoration of the 
graves of the men who fell inthe War of the. 
Rebellion has come round again, and tomor- 
row will witness the impressive ceremony. A 
preliminary celebration of the day already has 
taken place in the schools, where properly it 
should begin, and the story of the days that 
tried men’s suuls has been told to the young 
in music, poetry, and song, and in brief and 
appropriate addresses. It shows the increas- 
ing interest in this beautiful and solemn ob- 
servance that never before have the exercises 
in the schouls been so general and earnest as 
now. It is also a demonstration of the same 
general fact that the tribute to be paid to the 
dead tomorrow will be marked by increased 
enthusiasm and by a longer turnout than ever 
before. 

Decoration day, therefore, has come to be a 
national institution and this is as it should 
be. The ranks of the veterans have thinned 
out since last May and with each succeeding 
year they will grow smaller and smaller and 
the number of ‘graves will increase, but the 
sons of veterans take the places of the fathers, 
and the memorial exercises in the schools will 
continually recruit the ranks of those who 
honor the memory of the brave fellows who 
died in defense of the Nation and who are in- 
terested in the associations of the years of 
civil strife though they themselves may have 
had no part in it. So even after the last sur- 
vi vor of the war has passed away the tribute 
still will be paid, and as the years goon the 
patriotic duty will impress itself upon the 
people with renewed obligations for thank- 
fulness. 

It is also a matter for pleasant thought that 
as the years have rolled by this annual trib- 
ute has become more a celebration of peace 
than of war, more a guarantee for the future 
than a record of the past. Ihe exultation 
over victory has given place to exu!tation over 
increasing good feelmg and a restored har- 
mony in all sections. The gray sleeps beside 
the blue in many a cemetery, but both will 
have their tribute of flowers from loving 
hands today, typical of mutual regret and ad- 
miration for mutual courage. In many a 
locality the friends of both uniforms will meet 
on mutual ground and do their loving duty, 
and every grave will have its flowers and ite 
honor of remembrance. This also is as it 
should be, and thus Decoration day becomes 
not only a season of patriotic inspiration and 
atime not for thoughtiess pleasure but for 
high resolve, but also an omen of lasting 


Peace. 


WOMEN AND THE METHODIST CHURCH. 

One of the questions which have been agitat- 
ing the Methodist Episcopal Church for a few 
years has been the admission of women as 
delegates to the general conference. The 
question came up four years ago before the 
conference which met at New York and it was 
decided that they were not eligible, but an 
amendment was submitted to the annual con- 
férences providing that men or women might 
be chosen lay delegates. It did not receive 
the constitutional number of votes, and the 
subject came up again at Omaha on the report 
of a committee to the effect that the word 
„laymen in the discipline had reference to 
men only. Undoubtedly that was what was 
meant by those who originally provided for 
lay representation. 

Then the friends of woman offered an in- 
genious amendment, which was carried by a 
decided majority. It wasto the effect that 
the annual conferences should be called on 
to vote on a proposition to insert the words 
“shall be men only” after the words “lay 
delegates,” For this to carry it must receive 
the votes of three-fourths of the annual con- 
ferences and of two-thirds of the next general 
conference. While the women cannot carry a 
three-fourths vote in favor of an affirmative 
proposition, those who are against their ad- 
mission cannot get one in favor of their ex- 
clusion. Therefore, when the general confer- 
ence meets in 1896 and is ativised that three- 
fourths of the general conferences are not in 
favor of men alone being delegates it will 
very likely arrange matters so that women 
will be let in in 1900, 

This method of settling the question was 
spoken of by one of the delegates as jugglery, 
but that is hardly a fair term to apply to it. 
It is simply stating the question in such a way 
as to give the majority an advantage of posi- 
tion which the minority previously enjoyed. 
Nor should any importance be attached to the 


session in Westminster, Md., has shown itself 
more progressive than the larger branch, and 
has just voted to seat some women delegates 
sent by the conferences of Iowa, Kansas, 
West Virginia, and Indiana. 

'Vhule,the general conference at Omaha took 
a step forward as regards women, it declined 
to modify its attitude regarding that worldly 


and therefore pernicious amusement called 


dancing. At present the penalty for those 
members who persist after due warning and 
remonstrance in card-playing, dancing, horse- 
racing, and similar trivolous pastimes is ex- 
puision. Some of the members of a New 
York conference asked fora modification of 
the discipline, su that while the church should 
continue to bear testimony against dancing, 
as one of those amusements which lead the 
worldly-minded to suppdse that those who in- 
dulge in them are not devoted Christians, yet 
that the harsher penalty of expulsion should 
not be visited upon offenders, but that the 
ministers should “ expostulate with those who 
are obviously in danger of substituting earthly 
joys for those of true religion. This would 
have amounted practically to a toleration of 
mild and occasional dancing. But the confer- 
ence would not let down the bars and the dis- 
cipline remains unchanged. 

The conference also refused to make any 
change inthe minsterial time limit. Four 
years ago it was raised from three years to 
five. The effort to make it still longer is an 


indication that Methodism is gradually drift- 


ing away from one of ite distinguishing feat- 
utes, to which it owed in good measure its 
early triumphs. But five years seem to be a 
fair compromise between those who object 
to the frequent removals to which ministers 
are subjected and those who dislike the 
abandonment of a principle which 1s con- 
temporaneous with the church, and in whose 
favor so much can be said. 


RAILROADS IN CANAAN. 

At last the sacred ground of Palestine is to 
be invaded by the iron horse. His tracks will 
soon be traceable in two directions across the 
Holy Land. Oneis nowin process of being 
laid out from Joppa to Jerusalem, the other 
will run from Acre to Damascus. These 
p ints are all very prominent on the back- 
ground of scripture history. Damascus dates 
away beck to the time of Abram, whose serv- 


place. Joppa is named as the port from which 
Jonah sailed shortly before his famous soj urn 
for three days and nights inside a big fish. 
Jerusalem is now known to have been a city 
several centuries before the time of David, 
and its history. subsequent to that epoch occu- 
pies a considerable space in both the Old and 
the New Testaments. Acre will be remem- 
bered by many as stated to be the last strong- 
hold of the Christians in Palestine at the end 
of the crusades undertaken for the rescue of 
the Holy Land from the Moslems. 

The second line has two termini on the 
Mediterranean, at Acre and Haifa, the 
branches from these points uniting at the 
southeast of Mount Carmel, Thence it runs 
directly to Jezreel, and south of Nazareth, 
Nain, and Mount Tabor to Beisan. At the lat- 
ter point the line turns north, running up the 
western bank of the Jordan. It crosses that 
stream a little south of the Sea of Galilee, and 
goes thence to Damascus, passing on the way 
El Hamma, Khisfin, and Nawa. Its total 
length will be about 120 miles, 90 per cent of 
which is on almost level plains. The cost of 
construction is estimated at 39, 000, O00. 

The mercantile importance of this line is 
far from being fully indicated by the fact that 
the City of Damascus contains nearly 300,000 
inhabitants. The place in one of the principal 
warts in the Orient, being the commercial 
center of regions which have a total popula- 
tion of many millions of souls. It is directly 
west of Hit, on the Euphrates, whieh at that 
point is only about 400 miles from the Medit- 
erranear. Caravans pass regularly between 
Damascus and Mesopotamia, Arabia, and 
Egypt. In the first named section 


of the region around Damascus are able to 
buy from the merchants because they occupy 
one of the most fertile tracts of country on 
the face of the globe. In fact, it is one of the 
great granaries of the Eastern world, export- 
ing fully 125,000 of the 200,000 tons of grain it 
produces each year. It also produces vast 
quantities of olives and other fruits, silk, 
wool, and cotton, besides containing impor- 
tant stone quarries, bitumen mises, and pe- 
troleum wells. The foreign commerce of 
Syria is fully $30,000,000 per year, much if 
not all of which will feed the lines of railroad 
soon to be constructed across this fertile 
country, which many imagine to be little bet- 
ter than a desert waste. It is not impossible 
that under the stimulus of railroad develop- 
ment this agricultural region will be mach 
enlarged and the business flowing into and 
out of it eclipse that of the times when Tyre 
and Sidon were the greatest commercial cen- 
ters of the world, 

The line further south, connecting Jerusalem 
with the seacoast, may carry less agricultural 
freight, but doubtless it will have a large pas- 
senger patronage. Thenumber of those who 
now visit the Holy Places each year will be mul- 
tiplied by scores, perhaps hundreds, when fa- 
cilities are provided for making the journey 
expeditiously and safaly. This will make of 
the old capital of Judea a larger city, and per- 
haps attract to it a preater population than 
that which it boasted in its palmiest days, 
though the giories of the Temple may not be 
restored, Of course its inhabitants will not 
be exclusively Jewish, but very many of the 
Hebrew race will find their way thither when 
they see an oppurtunity for living prosperously 
in the land of their forefathers. It is esti- 
mated that the City of Jerusalem now contains 
about 50,000 Jews. 


“THE SUBMERGED TENTH.” 

The scheme of Gen. Booth of the Salvation 
Army for benefiting the submerged tenth’”’ 
of the population of London is reported to be 
on the verge of failure. It is suffermg for 
lack of funds to carry on the work which was 
begun with a flourish of trumpets and appar- 
entiy under the most brilliant auspices. The 
plan was to found three colonies, one in the 
city, another on a farm a few score miles from 
London, and the third over the sea. The 
farm project was described at length in Tun 
Tunern several months ago, and then 
seemed to be an assured success. Gen. 
Booth asked for $5,000,000, or for $500,- 
000 down and $150,000 per annum after- 
wards. It was calculated that the 
scheme would be satisfactorily estab- 
lished with the $500,000, and main- 
tained with the annual contribu- 
tion named. He, claims that experience has 
shown the absolute correctness of his calcula- 
tion, but that the required support is not 
forthcoming. The half million was sub- 
scribed, but the annual income has fallen off 
so much that only about $20,000 is in hand 
thus far for the work of the current year, or 
less than one-seventh of the Amount wanted. 
This follows a decided deficiegcy for last year, 
in consequence of which the work was almost 
brought to a standstill, Gen. Booth says this 
work was undertaken by him on the distinct

pended will prove to be a poor investment. 
The cause of this decadence in support is 
nat stated. It may be a lack of confidence in 


the management of the enterprise under Sal- 


vation Army methods or simply the waning of 


interest which has been witnessed too often in 


connection with other schemes for doing good, 
It is much easier to excite interest in pro- 
posals to aid the unfortunate than to keep up 
that interest through a few years, and if it be 
sustained it must be as à rule by dint of en- 
list ing the sympathies of new friends, In this 
case, however, the wave of favorable senti- 
ment under which contributions to the initial 
fund were showered in from every quarter 
was followed by a decidedly adverse 
feelmg due to a suspicion that the 
methods to be employed were not of the 
best. It was pointed out in some of the 
English papers that the organization is an 
arbitrary and dictatorial one, in matters of 
faith and conscience as well as of action, and 
that to foster it might be to aid in building 
up a most objectionable element of power to 
dictate and control. One distinguished op- 
ponent, and he was not identified with any 
church organization, hiated that the proposed 


. autucracy of alms-giving and otherwise aiding 


the very poor might be more dangerous than 
the evil it was designed to alleviate, and 
placed himself on record as declaring that it is 
not wise to seek to help the miserables through 
such an agency. With such opposition it 10 
not to be wondered at that subscriptions have 
fallen off toa point so low as to menace the 
existence of the institutions planned by Gen. 
Booth for the relief and reform of the poor. 


IS LYNCH LAW INEVITABLE! 

During the debate in the Senate last week 
on the bill to protect the treaty rights of 
aliens reference was made to the lynching of 
the Italians at New Orleans by the mob. 
Thereupon Senator Vest felt moved to say 
that— 

Without going into details, it will never be possi- 
ble to avert mob law in the United States under 
existing circumstances. That is a statement 
which probably ought not to be made in public, 
but we kuos it to be true. There is a court of 
natural equitable jurisdiction which will control, 
no matter what laws you may put upon your 
statute books, and so it will be to the end of time. 


What the “existing circumstances” are 
which make it impossible to avert mob law 
the Senator did not state, nor did. he explain 
why that “natural equitable jirisdiction ” 
uader which a gang of men make themselves 
Judge, jury, and Sheriff should supplant the 
machinery of the law. He simply seemed to 
take it for granted that a state of affairs which 
exists in no other country under the sun must 
be the normal condition of things in the 
United States. 

Instead of accepting this as inevitable the 
Senator should have suggested a remedy. 

The statistics show that mob law is gaining 
ground in this country, especially in the 
South, and that if this process of demoraliza- 
tion is not arrested’ almost the only tribunals 
in that section will be those hasty and undis- 


-criminating ones over which Judge Lynch 


presides. This phenomenon has not escaped 
the attention of some of the more intelligent 
Southern papers, and they are worried about it. 
For a long time mob law was resorted to only 
in the case of negroes who had committed 
offenses against white women. This is the 
ground on which Bishop Fitzgerald . of the 
Methodist Church South bases his defense of 
the summary execution of 160 negroes during 
the last year. But the trouble with lynch law 
is that it never knows when to stop. The 
short and simple process of stringing up a 
colored man for one crime was resorted to in 
all others, and the man who had assaulted a 
hen roost was disposed of in the same way as 
one who had assaulted a white woman. It 
saved time and expense. It may be that the 
so-called better classes did not approve of 
these rough and ready methods in trivial 
cases, but they did not take any steps to stop 
them. At present negroes are lynched for 
anything and everything. 

After having been thoroughly imbued with 
the lynching habit it was easy to progress 
from the lawless hanging or shooting of 
blacks to that of whites when the latter were 
believed to have committed grave offenses. As 
yet if a white man is suspected of some 
slighter crime, such as robbery, he can have 
a trial after the old-fashioned orthodox way, 
but if he has committed a murder, or is ac- 
cused of one, there is a fair chance of his hav- 
ing a sbort shrift and a long rope, The next 
step will be to resort to mob law for minor 


offenses, even when committed by whites, and 


then the criminal courts will be supplanted 
altogether by vigilance committees. 

This present unhappy state of affairs which 
has alarmed such papers as the Atlanta Con- 
stitution and the Charleston News and Courier 
is due to the approval by State and local 
authorities of the first outbreaks of mob law 
of which blacks, sometimes guilty but oftener 
innocent, were the victims, or the indifference 
with which the officials eyed those lynchings. 
Had there been a serious effort made to out a 
stop to the business then and there the process 


of degeneration would not have gone so far as 


it has. But the very people who should have 
been the conservators of the peace and the de- 
fenders of the law said. It's only a nigger !”’ 
and took no heed of the future. They are be- 
ginning to reap what they allowed to be sowed. 
The Charleston paper ‘tells the exact truth 
when it says: ‘ 

The mob has learned its power, and that ita own 
crimes can be committed with impunity, and it 
has naturally become.bolder. From hanging and 
shooting the negro brute who assails a defenseless 
women it has taken to hanging and shooting the 
white man who commits a murder, or whom it be- 
lieves to have committed murder. The tendency 
of mob law is from bad to worse always, and this 
tendency is being strongly illustrated in our life 
and experience in this section. Itis time to stop 
it. It is high time to stop it. 

If the people of the South take Senator 
Vest’s view of the case and look on a lynching 
as au inevitable accompaniment of their 
peculiar variety of free government they will 
drift from bad to worse, but if they are wise 
and brave they will make a determined effort 
to restore the supremacy of the law as regards 
both blacks and whites. They can do it it 
they choose, and can make Georgia as law- 


abiding as [ilinois. 


SIGNALING TO MARS. 

Probably the most intelligent suggestion 
yet thrown out for exchangwe signals with 
the inhabitants of the planet Mars, if any such 
there be, is made by Mr. E. Ellsworth Carey. 
It is that a perfectly level area, say at least five 
miles in diameter, not in the vicinity of hills 
er mountains, be covered with a uniformly 
black coating of earthy sand or coal-dust. 
This blackened area is to be cqvered with gas- 
jets or electric ares, placing the illuminating 
points about three feet apart. That would 
require some six million points of intense 
brilliancy, visible to the inhabitants of Mars 
with a magnifying power of 800 diameters 
when the earth was sufficiently far away from 
conjunction to be seen while the sun was be- 
low the belt of twilight. ' 

The plan is to so construct and connect 
these signal lights that the turning of a key 
would inetantly extinguish or light them all. 
Then the illuminaton should be made to ap- 
pear and disappear at regular intervals. Sup- 
pose at first the interval between the flashes 
was three seconds and the flashes continued 
of light should be changed, say to six, twelve, 
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that case much of the money already ex- | signals would hardly be kept up long without 
attracting attention of Mars, if its innabit- | 


ants be far advanced in intelligence, develop- 
ment, and civilization. They must then con- 
clude that the earth is similarly inhabited, 
and that some of its people had construct- 
ed a flash light visible to the dwell- 
ers on Mars, It. also may be er- 
pected they would arrive at the cunclu- 
sion that such light was maintained as a signal 
to attract their attention. Further, it may be 
supposed that in the latter case they would 
make arrangements to return the signal, if 


possible, though some, perhaps many, years 


micht elapse before they could respond in a 
manner we should understand. . 
This is a pretty theory, and its author de- 
serves credit for having been the first to show 
the world how interplanetary communication 
is possible. But there still remains the ques- 
tion, Is it practicable ? For the present, at 
least, that must be answered with a decided 
negative, It is not likely that any man, or 
association of men, would undertake the 
enormous expense involved in carrying out 
this scheme, seeing that there is m it no 
suspicion of profit, and but a problematical 
amount of glory, not to be gained till per- 
haps years after the death of the in- 
vestor, Ifa generation should ever arise on 
this earth that loves wisdom more than wealth 
it may find other uses for its money than in 
trying to bridge the gulf that separates us 
from the other members of the solar system, 
but till then it is idle to expect the costly ef- 
fort to be made. Still it will do no harm for 
the enthusiastic ones to revel in anticipation 
of some such result to be achieved by those 
who will come after them, and there is another 
view of the case still more enticing to those 
who are specalatively inclined. Some of the 
philosophers who have studied the appearance 
of Mars think there is reason to suppose its 
inhabitants are much further advanced than 
ourselves in the march of intellectual 
progress, that planet having cooled down 
from the original nebulous heat sooner than 
its larger brother or sister, the earth. Hence 


_it is not absurd to suppose the inhabitants of 


Mars already have been considering the 
‘problem of intercommunication with other 
members of the solar system, and for aught 
we know they may have been making signals 
tous for centuries past without our being 
aware of the fact. If some of the lynx-eyed 
ones who scan the objects in the sky through 
telluric telescopes once see changes on the sur- 
face of Mars which they fancy indicate that 
such signals are in progress, the case would 
be radically altered. It might not then be 
im poasible to find persons willing to stand the 
immense cost of setting up and conducting a 
return telegraph apparatus by means of which 
we may acknowledge the salute and raise our- 
selves vastly in the estimation of our piane- 


tary neighbors. 


THE PEARY RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

The old Arctic story again is repeated. The 
Peary expédition is now to be followed by the 
Peary relief expedition. Prof. Angelo Heil- 
prin of the Philadelphia Academy of Natural 
Sciences will sail in the Kite, with Capt. Pike 
in charge, next month, for the relief of Lieut. 
Peary, his wife, and his five followers. It 
will be remembered that Peary’s little com- 
pany landed last July on the east shore of 
McCormick’s Bay, West Greenland, about 
700 miles from the North Pole, their purpose 
being to make an exploration around the 
Northern coast during the winter. Whether 
that exploration has been made no one knows, 
for Peary and his companions have now been 
shut out from communication with the world 
for nearly a.year. When it is remembered 
that Lieut. Peary was carried ashore on a 


litter with a broken leg it will be admitted 


that the prospects for exploration were not 
very flattering. The element of uncertainty, 
however, not only as to exploration but as to 
their condition at present, makes a search for 
them necessary. The Peary party 
is provisioned until next December. 
It had seven tons of coal and 
the materials for a strong and serviceable 
dwelling. 
mouths, but relief must reach its members 
this summer or it may be too late to save 
them. The only hope of escape would be to 
put to sea in an open boat and hazard the 
danger of sailing to Upernavik, 500 miles to 
the south. This hope, however, must bea 
forlorn one when it 1s considered that Mrs. 
Peary, in spite of her bravery, would be an 
incumbrance; that the party has no Esqui- 
mau guide, and that it is composed of lands. 
men who are unacquainted with the Arctic 
regions and are not even accustomed to the 
sea. 

It may be that the relief expedition will find 
them alive and well in their cabin if they have 
remained there. If they undertook explora- 
tion no one can say what their fate has been. 
Even the loneliness and mopotony*of an Arc- 
tic winter sometimes unnerve the Esquimaux 
themselves when they are away from home 
and brings on a mental depression verg- 
ing on insanity. Prof. Heilprin, how. 
ever, is confident he will find the little 
party all right. He is intimately 
acquainted with Lieut, Peary’s plans and 
Capt. Pike; who commands the Kite, is thor- 
oughly familiar with that region. It is to be 
hoped they may not be disappointed in their 
expectations and that they will bring Lieut. 
Peary and his brave littie wife home in safety, 
But even if the expedition has this happy out- 
come the old question will survive, Cui bono? 
Of what use are these expeditions? Do they 
pay for the anxiety and trouble they involve? 
Scores of adventurous navigators and explor- 
ers have sailed away into this region of mys- 
tery and death, and what have they accom- 
plished after all? What more de we know 
now than when Sir John Franklin set out to 
his death? And if we know more, of what 
avail would the added knowledge be to man- 
kind, which has no desire for an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the region of eternal ice? 


BURIAL REFORM. : 

“The Church of Eagland Burial, Funeral, 
and Mourning Reform Association appears 
to be an influential and useful as well as an 
active one. A recently issued report shows 
that its membership comprises many of the 
nobility and clergy. Its meetings are ad- 
dressed and presided over by Bishops of the 
established church, and the importance of its 
work may be inferred from the fact that the 
Catholic Archbishop-elect of Westminster has 
expressed in writing his cordial sympathy 
with the movement among Protestants. 

The aims of the association are to secure 
the exercise of economy and simplicity in 
everything pertaining to funerals and the in- 
terment of the body in such a way as will 1n- 
sure speedy resolution to its ultimate ele. 
ments. The first of these aims is for the 
benefit of the immediate friends who survive 
and the second is a sanitary measure of the 
highest importance in. a crowded community. 
For the funeral it is urged that plain hearses 
or wheeled biers be used, crape, scarf, velvet 
trappings, and excessive floral decorations be 
dispensed with, that eating and drinking be- 


vond the usages of every day life be avoided,

penditures for which far exceed the ability of 
the survivors, and the money which is paid 
out for carriages, etc., would be much better 
saved as part provision for the wants of the 
deprived family in the future. And there is 
really a want of reverence in burying a human 
body in such a way that it will remain for 
years in a state of putrefaction in a metal 
“‘casket.”” It would seem to be mote respect- 
ful to the departed to so dispose of the re- 
mains that they would return to their natural 
elements without unnecessary delay by ab- 


sorption into the surrounding soil, and the ad- 


visability of doing so becomes an imperative 
duty when it is remembered that needless 
„preservation oft the corpse in an indescriba~ 
oly bad condition is perilous to the health and 
life of some who are left behind. Why eau 
not we have a burial reform association in 
this city? The cremation plan has been tried 
here, but met with so much popular aversion 
that it has dropped out. There is not the same 
objection to the reform adopted in England, 
and we might well take it as the pattern for 
numerous similar associative efforts in this 
country. 


THE RAIN PROBLEM. 

One of the numerous class of questions 
which are more easily asked than answered is 
brought forward by several papers. They 
want to know why it should have rained so 
copiously this year after a drought in 1890. 
They ask if the superfluous moisture was held 
in suspense in the upper atmosphere and all 
at once let go when the accumulation became 
too great to be retained longer. Some of 
these papers take it for granted that a few 
scientific men understand these things, and 
that it is their duty to inform an anxious 
world in regard to the facts ‘and the philoso- 
phy. Others ask what is the use of studying 
the proeesses of nature if the research throws 
no light on such an important and apparently 
simple matter. One rises to the dignity of 
the suggestion that possibly the learning and 
investigation of specialists in this subject will 
one of these days discover a remedy for the 
prevention of such extremes of flood and 
drought. It thinks that some scientific con- 
trol of the supply of moisture cannot be re- 
garded as more of an impossibility than the 
suggestion of the telegraph would have been a 
century ago. 7 

Some progress has been made in the study 
of the topic, but a great deal more must be 
known before mancan control the rainfall. 
It is more than likely he will never do that in 
the open air, though he may gain a partial 
control of conditicns on the earth’s surface by 
a widespread resort to irrigation. The ques- 


tion in regard to storing up is easily answered. 


It is pretty well ascertained that the average 
capacity of the air for sustainirig moisture is 
about equal to four inches of rainfall, It 
varies with the temperature and therefore 
with the latitude, being much greater in the 
tropics than near the pole, but for an average 
all over the globe the air cannot at any one 
time hold more moisture than enough to 
make four inches of water if it were all let 
tall at once. This, however, is impossible. 
The air is never squeezed completely dry. The 
average rainfall per annum is not far from 
forty inches, so that the ait may be said 
roughly to hold in suspension at any one 
time not to exceed about a five-weeks’ supply 
of rain. 

This statement effectually disposes of the 
theory that the clouds, or the air in which 
clouds are formed, can form a reservoir in 
which the rain due at any particular place m 
a given year is carried over to another season. 
We are obliged to conclude that the tothl 
quantity of rain falling on the face of the 
earth and oceans is nearly if not precisely the 
same from one year to another, the same re- 
mark about equality holding good for the 
evaporation which is continually in progress 
from the water and all moist surfaces on land. 
Hence the solution of the problem must. be 
looked for im the direction of unequal and 
irregular distribution of the water which is 
tagen up into the air and let fall again to the 
surface. If we get more than our share of 
rain it ig because some other area receives less

The Meter Supply of India. 

The British authorities in India are advancing 
slowly but surely towards a solution of the great 
problem of the water supply. Only afew days 
ago an account was published of the opening of 
the great Bombay reservoir and water-works, and 
now the completion of a similar enterprise at 
Baroda is reported. The reservoir there is a lake 
with an area of five square miles, containing 
when full 1,300,000,000 cubic feet of water. The 
dam creating itis nearly three miles long, was 
begun seven years ago, and was finished in 1890, 
in time to store the monsoon water of that year. 
Now the whole supply system is finished and 
properly filtered water is delivered in abundant 
quantity to thé entire population. The sanitary 
benetits of these engineering improvements can 
scarcely be overestimated.

He 
was sent on a similar mission to the Caroline 
Islands at the eclipse of 1883 and conducted in 
1884 some photographic experiments on the 
Riffel for Dr. Huggins, In January of 1885 
he was aceurdingly sent out to assist Dr. Gill, 
and under his direction has since been en- 
gaged on the photographic portion of the cat- 
alogue referred to. The Royal Society at the 
end of the first two years did not see its way 
to continue the grant, and it speaks much for 
Dr. Gill’s devotion to his tasx that he de- 
frayed the expenses of the 1 of the 
work out of his oon pocket. rof. Kapteyn 
has completed about 80 per cent of his work, 
so that before long we may expect the publi- 
cation of the result, 

But even in 1887 there was sufficient prom- 
ise, and on Dr. Gill’s suggestion a conference 
of astronomers of all nations was held in 
Paris, when it was decided to form, by the 
help of photography, a map and a catalogue 
of stars down to the eleventh magnitude. 
Great delay has naturally been occasioned 
owing to the time required for the manufact- 
ure of the necessary instruments, but no doubt 
further intelligence will be made public be- 
fore long. Still all honor is due to the Cape 
Observatory for its energy.in the matter. . Dr. 
Gill succeeded in retaining the services of Mr. 
C. Ray Woods, already an expert in the work, 
and Mr. Power (of the Greenwich Observa- 
tory) was added to the staff as a computer. 

If the sky was clear the second photograph 
was taken at the Cape the night of March 23, 
and if successful should now be on its way to 
England. 


HISTORY OF THE YARDSTICE, 


An Arbitrary Standard Adopted by En- 
gland and the United States. 

New York Herald: “Do you know any- 
thing about the history of the yardstick?” 
said a gentieman in the city hall recently. 
The speaker and his companion were inspect- 
ing the beautiful old building, and bad paused 
in the inner corridor before the standards of 
len which are cut into the stonework, 

are i „Federal standard,“ 
English standard,” and Amsterdam stand- 
ard. The two latter are given, but the Fed- 
eral standard nfeasure is left blank, none hav- 
ing been adopted at the time the old city hall 
was erected, 

‘he person addressed admitted that he knew 
nothing whatever about the standard and that 
he would be pleased to be enlightened upon 
the subject. 

It really is ridiculous, remarked the first 
speaker. We are using today as a standard 
of measure an inaccurate copy of what is 
represented to be the length of the arm of 
2 Henry L, taken by his express order in 
»The original measure was kept at the Ex- 
chequer in London for many centuries, It 
was examined by a royal commissioner in 
1742, who in his report of it said: ‘A kitchen 
poker filed at both ends would make as good 
a standard. It has been broken and then re- 
paired so clumsily that the joint is nearly as 
loose as a pair of tongs.’ 

For the uses of the British Government an 
accurate copy of this, arbitrary, clumsy, 
broken standard was prepared in 1760, and 
this copy, by act of Parliament in 1824, was 
made the legal measure. At the same time it 
was ordered that if destroyed it should be re- 
stored by acomparison with the length of the 
— vibrating seconds at the latitude of 

ndon. 

„In 1888 the copy was destroyed by the 
great fire at the Parliament House, At- 
tempts were then made to find the length by 
means of the pendulum as already arranged, 
but the methods were found utterly im- 
practicable and the English Government was 
compelled to make use of such copies of the 
destroyed yardstick las it supposed reliable. 

The United States Government was not 
only unwise enough to adopt the inconvenient 
and inconsistent English measure, but sent 
a special messenger abroad to secure a 
copy of the yardstick for the use of 
the Coast Survey. The copy secured 
was made bya London instrument maker, 
who certified to its correciness. Strauge to 
say, however, the American standard is one 
one-thousandth of an inch longer than the 
British standard yardstick. 

“Of course,” said the speaker in conclu- 
sion, “we should have opted the metric 
system. Its equal division’ are consistent 
and 2 and it commands the respect and 
praise of scientific men everywhere.“

The pose is natural and easy, and 
the character of the subject is evidently well ob-, 
served. Mr. Bout wood has two other pictures in 
the exhibition, one of which is the reproduction 
in oil of his water-color Village Gossip,” which 
was burned, It must be confessed that the water- 
color was the more interesting. : 

A portrait whieh attracts and holds attention 
is one of an elderly woman painted by John P. 
Wicker, an artist who has recently returned to 
this country from Paris, where he was a pupil of 
Bouguereau. It has ali the charm of sincerity and 
veneration of the subject which every true artist 
must have in painting the portrait of his mother. 
Whistler's fame commenced with the exhibition 
of his mother’s portrait, and many other artists 
have achieved marked success by painting like 
subjects. In Mr. Wicker’s work there is no pre- 
tension, no striving for mere effect, but an honest 
simplicity which is seldom met with. 

Oliver D. Grover sends a large picture of a single 
figure which is much more than a study. Thy 
Will Be Done,” is the title. It shows a young 
woman in black standing against a background 
of gray wall and a white curtained window. In 
one hand is a dispatch and the other is raised to 
her breast. The conflicting emotions of resentment

In Mr. C. F. Van Saltza's large portrait of Judge 
Higgins the artist has placed the subject at his 
desk with a pen in his hand and looking up as if 
momentarily interrupted at his work. The color 
introduced adds much te the effectiveness of the 
portrait. Other portraits worthy of notice are 
those-of Louis Mulgardt by Lawton Parker and 
Judge Osborne by E. L. Betts. Frederick Freer, 
who is so successful in portraying pretty women, 
has a pleasing and well-executed picture of two 
young women seated on a sofa in a rich interior, 
one striving to gain possession of a letter in 
which she is interested and that the other is keep- 
ing from her. . 

John H. Vanderpoel has painted an agreeable 
twilight effect in an interior with a young woman 
seated, with the subdued light from a curtained 
window falling over her shoulders from behind. 
Her work is laid aside and she has given herself 
up to Twilight Reveries.”’ 

Ancther pensive subject, Day Dreams,” is by 
A. F. Brooks and is ia most respects the best 
work he has exhibited of late years.

THE MAD RUSH FOR OKLAHOMA. 


A Country Which Has Achieved Civiliza- 
tion Within Six Weeks. 
Oklahoma has emerged from the chrysalis 
state and is rapidly attaining a sturdy growth. 
Gov. Seay was caught in the saddle by a rov- 
ing correspondent the other day, and paused 
long enough in his tour of the Territory which 
he rules to give his impressions of it. My 
headquarters are in the saddle, heexplained, 
and then he said: Three years ago the Ast 
of this month that portion of this Territory 
which is now known as Old Oklahoma was 
inhabited only by jack rabbits and things, with 
maybe an occasional bianket Indian or two. 
In my judgment this section now has between 
75,000 and 80,000 population. The Governor 
admitted that the progress of the young State 
was being retarded by town lot controversies. 
At the time of the great rush it happened that 
nearly every section of ground in the new 
settlement was claimed by two or more per- 
sons. Town site boards were appointed to 
examine these claims, and a great deal of liti- 
gation was the result. The desire to build has 
not, of course, been very general among set- 
tlers. The courts, however, are passing on 
the claims rapidly. Gov. Seay was of the 
opinion that Oklahoma as now constituted 
has a population of 100,000 to 115,000. He 
was asked what were the principal 88 
of the Territory, and replied: Well, w 
can raise almost anything the temper- 
ate zone produces, The great advantage 
we possess over some adjoining States is 
the wide diversity of the crops we can pro- 
duce. We are not confined to wheat or corn. 
We cari raise almost anything. We can 
do produce a very superior article of cotton. 
Last year immense quantities of this staple 
were raised in this Territory, but the low 
prices discouraged planters, and, although the 
newspapers are urging them to try again, 
acieage will be very materially re- 
duced this season. Wheat is a splen- 
did crop and a sure thing. Corn is re- 
puted to be a little uncertain, but after a 
careful investigation I believe that if the farm- 
ers will work their ground well in the winter 
and plant early they can make as good a crop 
as can be produced in Missouri—and that is 
saying a good deal, Castor beans are a fine 
crop here and farmers find them very profita- 
ble. We have as yet no oil factories here, but 
I believe they will come in time. The Cana- 
dian Valley is one of the richest sections of 
farming land I know of. I believe it 
will compare favorably with any in 
this country. [ was rai on a farm in 
Missouri and therefore speak by the card. I 
have traveled over the greater part of this 
Territory and know from observation what it 
wili produce. largest onion I ever saw 
was grown in Beaver County. We can suc- 
cessfully compete with the world in fruits 
and vegetables. Potatoes, watermelons, tur- 
nips, and all kinds of roots and vines grow 
like Jack the Giant Kuiller’s beanstalk. Small 
fruits thrive splendidly, I saw over at King- 
fisher recently a cherry tree 2 years old bear- 
ing nearly apint of fruit. Peaches will also 
thrive, and we can grow grapes, in my opin- 
ion, as good as the California varieties.”

“‘ Ofcourse Mr. Blaine isa man of great abil- 
ity and has more friends probably than any 
other man in the Republican party. But are 
they the voting kind of frends? Los. And 
he would give the country undoubtedly a 
brilliant administration, bdt he has been in 
the field a long time, and naturally a great 
many promises are out, first mortgages, sec- 
ond mortgages, income bonds, and preferred 
stock, and all these things that create cou: pli- 
cations that may have an effect on the out- 
come.“ 

Lou cannot forecast anything then as to 
the Minneapolis convention?“ 

No. With all this Blaine boom now there 
are practically only two candidates named. 
Of course, Alger has run alongside, and a 
great many people in the States of Lilinois and 
Indiana would like to see Judge Gresham 
named, and a great many Democrats in Indi- 
ana would vote for him.“ 

Do you not think it is bound to be Blaine 
or Harrison from present indications?’ 

“IT think it is bound te be some man that 
the Blaine men will name, and that will po 
either Blaine or some man that they prefer.“ 

Well. Alger has been tried for Blaine's 
mantle. 

No the inside of this business I know 
nothing about at all. re are many men in 
the Republican party who would make good 
Presidents and would make a good canvass and 
a good run. Thomas B. Reed is a strong man 
—stands for something, has plenty of back- 
bone, and plenty of sense, and says 
what he thinks, and does what he 
wants to. Gov. McKinley is a splen- 
dia man—atands for something, stands for 
the protective policy more than any other 
man in the United States, and he has carried 
Ohio on that issue, and carried it splendidly.

The Brigges Case. 

„Now, leaving those questions that will 
soon be decided, Dr. Briggs is up before the 
people in Portland, and; I believe, got a black 
eye in the first round, didn’t he?”

“Do you think Dr. Parkhurst is making 
much progress in saving the city? 

No. sir. About Dr. Parkhurst, person- 
ally, I know nothing. Of his objects or his 
motives I know nothing. All I know 1s what 
I have seen ih the papers. I do not believe 
myself that the cause of truth can ever be 
served by duplicity or disguise or pretense. 
I believe people are as they must be; that 
there are millions who may be called the vic- 
tims of society,the victims of conditions or cir- 
cumstances; and if you want to make people 
better you must change the conditions. To 
arrest a few women who have been unfortu- 
nate in the world does not tend to do away 
with the evil itself. Others take their places, 
produced exactly as they were produced.

People have been 
talking about it for thousands of years and 
they have done no good. All the societies that 
have been formed, according to statistics, 
have accomplished nothing, and now men are 
coming forward with svientific cures for the 
disease called drunkenness and they are suc- 
ceeding. Thousands and thousands of people 
have been saved, have been rescued. have 
been cured. I believe the time is coming when 
science will regenerate the worla. That is 
my idea.

NOT SUBMITTED TO THE HOLY SEE. 


? dersed by the Vatican. 

Rome, May 28.—Under date’ of May 22 
Archbishop Ireland wrote to Cardinal Ram- 
polla, Papal Secretary of State, stating that 
the article that appeared in the Civilta Cat 
tolico May 18 perverts the meaning of the de- 
cision of the commission of the Propaganda 
Fide, ratified.by the Holy See, iu relation to 
the Faribault and Stillwater question. The 
article, the Archbishop adds, has already been 
announced in the United States as one con- 
taining the formal official interpretation of 
the decision, and efforts have been purposely 
made to extol the authority of the Civiita 
Cattolico that the article may have more 
weight upon public opinion. The Archbishop 
further says: 

I have received newspapers from the United 
States in which Ihave read clear and positive 
declarations, made by Archbishop Corrigan of 
New York and Father Jerge, Assistant Provincial 
of the New York Jesuits, that articlesin the 
Civilta Cattolico are of extraordinary authority 
because they are approved by the Vatican before 
they are printed. I myself know that such is not 


the case, but in the interest of peace and union in |, 


the church in the United States, in order to quiet 
minds and dissever the Holy See from this war of 
discord, I beg your eminence to send mea few 
lines assuring me that the Vatican never as- 
sumed and does not now assume any responsibili- 
ty for the articles in the Civilta Cattolica on the 
school question in the United States. 

In reply to this letter Cardinal Rampolla 
wrote as follows: 

Most Illustrious and Reverend Sir: -Having 
brought to the knowledge of the Holy Father 
what your Grace related in your letter of yester- 
day regarding an article published in the Civilta 
Cattolico on the interpretation of the decision of 
the Propaganda Fide, it is my duty to inform you 
that it is in no wise correct to say that the articles 
in the Civitta Cattolico are, as held by some, sub- 
mitted before being printed to the revision or ap- 
proval of the Holy See. I can assure your Grace 
in the most formal manner that no previous com- 
munication whatever was made to the Vatican of 
the article, the appearance of which you deplore. 
In confirmation of this 1 wish to add that not 
long ago, some ramor having come to the Holy 
Father that certain articles were being prepared 
on this question, he made known to directors 
of the Civilta Cattolico that the pu tion of 
such articles was unbecoming while the question 
was before the Holy See for judgment. I take 
with pleasure the occasion to renew the expres- 
sion of my high esteem. Your Grace's devoted 
servant, RaMPOLLA.

Loxpor, May 28.—The action of the various 
Irish societies in the United States has at 
length had some effect upon the Irish factions 
on this side. The leaders continue to bluster 
at each other in public, but privately they are 
making amicable arrangements designed to 
prevent the Tories winuing any seats in Ireland 
at the general election, now so near, at the, 
expense of divided Nationalists. This will 
not prevent Parnellites and anti-Parnelites 
having a good stand-up fight in every constit- 
uency in which their dissensions cannot possi- 
bly be utilized by the common enemy, so that 
there will still be much ‘wholesome blowing 
off of steam and possibly some bloodletting 
for the benefit of the plethoric body politic. 
This is as it should be and nobody will com- 
plain, except those who are constitutionally 
unfitted to enjoy a good rousing fight, or 
some others who, having a strain of sluggish 
English blood iw their Irish veins, regard the 
proposed arrangement asa sinful waste of 
good money which could be more profitably 


spent. 

The anti-Parnellites have appointed an elec- 
tion committee upon which they have wisely 
given Michael Davitt a seat and the Parnell- 
ites are busily engaged completing their work 
of organization. Both sides in truth were so 
engrossed in this business, laudable enough 
in itself, that the Irish members skied away 
from the division on the Local Government 


‘bill with the result that Mr. Balfour carried 


the second reading of that remarkable meas- 
ure by a majority of 92, instead of about 40, 
which would have been the number had the 
attendance been normal. 

Simple-minded Tories, who credited the 
government with a desire to pass the bill, were 
soelated over the result that they talked 
loudly of placing the measure on the statute 
book this session, despite Liberal obstruction, 
but Mr. Balfour and other well informed 
gentlemen on the ministerial bench 
looked anything but pleased at their 
unexpected triumph. The cry of ob- 
struction which is to be shouted by every 
Tory fighter in the coming struggle will lose 
much of its effect, because electors will be un- 
able to understand why a strong government, 
which carried the second reading of the bill 
by a majority of nearly 100, were unable to 
pass it into law, nor will it be so easy to find 
a decent excuse for dropping the bill, but it 
will bave to be done, and the official an- 
nounceménht of the sacrifice will probably be 
made next week. 

P- rnell and Redmond Against GI:dstone.

The ob- 
ject of the convention is to coerce the nervous 
English voter by holding up to him the mighty 
things the Ulster men will do if home rule is 
conceded to the Irish Nationalist party, while 
the religious scruples of the non-conformists 
will be workei upon by prophetic examples of 
what will befall Irish Protestants if pricsts 
get the upper hand. 

Briiish Traders Desire a Market. 

A month or two ago the Foreign Office was 
engaged in a lively controversy with members 
of chambers of commerce, who complained 
that British traders are always placed at a dis- 
advantage with their competitors, especially 
in remote countries, owing to the laziness and 
indifference of the Ministers and Consuls, who 
will not move an inch to help a fellow-country- 
man in securing a contract for getting access 
toa market. The Foreign Office maintained 
that the complaints were not well founded, 
but promised to inquire as to whether any- 
thing further could be done. 

The row since brought about by the Persian 
tobacco concession is not calculated to en- 
courage the Foreign Office to excessive effort 
on behalf of British traders. Early last year 
a gentleman named Talbott obtained from 
the Shah for a consideration the con- 
cession of a monopoly of trading in 
tobacco throughout Persia. The Per- 
sians, generally so docile, kicked with 
unprecedented vigor against the monopoly 
and, encouraged by their religious teachers, 
even resorted to Western methods of rioting 
and boycottimg. Finally the Shah was com- 
pelled to cancel the concession, and the For- 
eign Office, iaudably as one would think, set 
to work to obtain compensation for the ag- 
grieved concessionaire. The Shah offered 
£300,000, but ultimately had to pay £500,000. 
The phenomenal activity of the Foreign Office 
in this matter aroused suspicions, with the re- 
sult that certain inquisitive Radicals discov- 
ered that Mr. Talbott is a detective of Lord 
Salisbury, England’s Foreign Minister as well 
as Premier. His Lordship was forthwith ac- 
cused of nepotism, and he and the Foreign 
Office people generally were indignantly de- 
nounced in the newspapers and in Parliament. 
The Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
blandly explains that the British Government 
merely acted as mediator, and admitted it 
wronged the concessionaire, and that Mr. 
Talbott’s family connections counted for 
nothing in the matter. The Radicals are not 
satisfied, but they can do nothing effective in 
this morivund Parliament.

A great sale of port wine in London this 
week, the biggest on record, has not produced 
such prices as were anticipated.

Mr. Gladstone requires at lease - forty-two 
seats more than he has got to make him equal 
to the Conservative party. He must, accord- 
ing to his own calculations, get twenty more 
before he can establish a strong government, 
He has to drive out sixty-two Conservatives 
from their English constituencies and put in 
as many of his own men. This must all be 
done in England, for Scotland, Ireland, and 
Wales already give him as many as they can. 

As I study the electoral map of England, I 
do not see where he is to pick up the sixty- 
two seats, unless acyclone wave passes over 
the country, sweeping all existing landmarks 
away. The fickleness of public opinion is 
proverbial, but it does not always answer to 
base one’s calculations and plans upon it. 
Sometimes it turns out far more firm and un- 
shaken than the leaders of parties have cal- 
culated, and ao may prove on the great issue 
of union or separation. | 

The Hotisa of Commons consists of 670 
members, the Irish Nationalists numbering 
eigty-five. Even if they hold together for 
Mr. Gladstone, which is extremely 
doubtful, they are not able to improve 
his present position. He must win 
seats from the Liberai-Unionists and 
Conservatives, and when he has done so he 
must take care not to offend the Irish contin- 
gent. It is a ropeof many strands upon 
which he has to depand for political life. 
Some of those strand: are not yet at his com- 
mand. Uncertainties appear to surround the 
destiny of President Harrison, or Mr. Blaine.

One can 
only say they may do so, but thers is no evi- 
denco ta justify the conolusion that they will. 
Let it is upon this cast of: tne die that Mr. 
Gladstone bases all his hopes of success. 

Lord Salixbury Never Sanguine. 

Lord Salisbury never takes a sanguine view 
of anything. Perhaps he does not anticipato 
being called back to power. Probably he 
does not wish #. The whole aspect of the con- 
test was nearly changed Thursday by a couple 
of runaway horses. Lord Salisbury is nots 
hghtweight, and to be completely overturned 
io acarriage and forcibly dragged from the 
débris is anything but a summer day’s amuse- 
ment. He was shaken. but there is nothing 
serious the matter. Conservatives cannot af- 
ford to lose him, but if that misfortune hap- 
pens it would still have Mr. Balfour in re- 
serve. He is young, energetic, and popular. 

Where could the Gladstonians look for a 
guccessor to their chief? That is one of their 
difficulties, and they will ha¥e to face it before 
long. They go into the campaign with a 
commander who cannot serve them much 
longer. At best, then, the future before the 
party is obscure and doubtful. 

The Tories, on their part, must give up all 
their old traditions of Mr. Chamberlain. His 
followers no. longer act with them. For all 
practical purposes the Tory party is 
dead. These vast changes were brought 
about by the necessity of saving 
the union. Indirectly they were the work of 
the Irish leaders who first made parliament- 
ary government impossible without his con- 
currence. 

Mr. Parnell swept Mr. Gladstone into the 
maelstrom of home-rule and drove the Tory 
party into the arms of Mr. Chamberlain.

CUBA SUFFEKING FROM DROUGHT. 


While Favorable to Making Sugar, It Is 


Disastrous to Crops and Stock. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 
Havawa, Cuba, May 28.— Most of the sugar 


plantations bave finished their crops. The 


continuous dry weather, although unfavorable 
to all else in the agricultural line, has enabled 
sugar planters to make 800,000 tons of this 
sweet, which amount would have exceeded 
1,000,000 tons had not so many fires through- 
out the cane districts consumed a vast amount 
of standing cane. In some cases entire es- 
tates have beon burned ver, including the 
entire plant, sugar, and dwelling houses. 
These fires in some cases have been intentional, 
but nearly all may be set down to carelessness. 

Cuba. is suffering immensely from the 
drought, which has continued for more than 
two months. The pastures are so dried up 
that thousands of cattle and other animals 
have perished from wang of food and water. 
While the dry weather has been favorable for 
the making of sugar and the curing of to- 
baceo, the young cane of the new plantings, 
as well as the ratoons from old stock, suffer 
for the want of water, and excite the fears of 
planters for the next year’s crop. The con- 
dition of the fruit and vegetables for sale in 
our markets show how much a generous rain- 
fall is required. 

The shipmeats of pineapples from Havana 
to New York for April and May reach the 
enormous figure of 150,000 barrels, some 
steamers taking more than 10,000 barrels in 
one trip, and the consequence has been most 
disastrous to those merchants engaged in this 
business. Advices from New York recently 
report the market glutted ami pineapples soll- 
ing at one cent each. Evidently the growers 
of this fruit have made a mistake in devoting 
so mach land to the cultivation of this fruit. 

The stocks of sugar in the warehouses at 
Havana, Matanzes, Cardenas, and north coast 
points are i i amounti 
to 1,500,000 a N nae ‘seth, This 
immense accumulation of sweets must go to 
the consuming markets some day, but when, 
is the important question of interest to bold- 
ers. seems to be a decided’ lock be- 
tween buyers and sellers. cohsequently there 
is no business for ships or steamers and our 
harbor is seldom 80 of tonnage as at 
present.

LIEUT. HETHERINGTON IS IN CHICAGO. 


The Man Who Killed Robinson Refuses to 
Talk—Other Hotel Gossip, 

Lieut. J. H. Hetherington of the United 
States ship Marion, who shot and killed 
George Grover Robinson at Yokohama, 
Japan, last February, arrived m the city yes- 
terday afternoon and registered at the Paliner. 
He was accompanied by his wife and child. 
H. S. Hetherington, father of the Lieutenant, 
came in from Dubuque, Ia., and met his son at 
the hotel. Lieut. Hetherington positively re- 
fused to receive representatives of the press, 
and gave general orders of Not in. He will 
leave for the East tomorrow. 

Lieut. Hetherington when he appeared in 
the office was an. object of much curiosity, but 
he appeared to pay no attention to it. He is 
alarge man, with the bearing of an officer, 
and wears a beard that is more akin to red 
than blonde in color. His wife is of the 
petite order, and a pleasant-looking woman. 
The understanding is that it was because 
he thought Robinson paid too much atten- 
tion to her that Lieut. Hetherington 
killed him. Robinson was regarded as the 
“handsumest and most winning man in all 
Yokohama.” It was never established that 
his attentions to the wife of the American offi- 
eer got beyond the limits of a flirtation. Tried 
in the Consular Court Lieut. Hetherington 
was acquitted. He had the sympathy of the 
French and English officers and th se of other 
nations stationed at Yokohama. When he ar- 
rived at Calif. rnia he repelled newspaper 
men who went out to meet the steamer.

Hurt by Southers Competition. 

The announcement that the Reading railroad 
company has reduced the tolls on anthracite coal 
and other raw materiale entering into the manu- 
facture of pig-iron is the result of a movement 
started some time ago by the manufacturers of 
this State. Several weeks ago the Pennsylvania 
officials were waited upon by representatives of 
the leading pig-iron manufacturers in this State 
and asked, in view of the depressed condition of 
the iron trade, to reduce the tolls on coke and 
anthracite coal. Bee, of conferences 
were held, and- finail the Pennsylvania 
railroad company invited the Reading and Balti- 
more and Ohio to meet its representatives and 
consider the question of reducing rates in order 
to relieve the trade.

The stocks of unsold pig-iron in various portions 
of Eastern Pennsylvania are very heavy at 
ent, but that is owing to the fact ‘that more n 
has been manufactured than the market will 
take rather than to the high rates of anthracite 
coal, coke, and other raw materials entering into 
the manufacture of iron.

Ceremonies in the Land of the Mikado 
‘Which Recall the solemn Rites Which

Are Built Near the Cemeteries—Flowers 
and Incense Offered to the Spirits of the 
Beloved—A Day of Jollification. 

Among the peoples of the world Orientals 
are famous for the respect paid to tne dead; 
and among Orientals the Chinese are the ex- 
trenfists in this matter, but the Japanese also 
are very enthusiastic exponents of that idea. 
It leads them in family relations to the wor- 
ship of the individual, and ‘also of the family 
ancestor. In political relations it leads to the 


worship of the national ancestors. To carry 


out the former purpose in each house a family 
shrine is to be found, before which offerings 
are kept, incense is burned, and obeisance 1s 
daily made. To carry out the other purpose 
numerous shrines and temples are to be 
found here aud throughout the country, 
and at these places national heroes and 
the Emperors are and worshiped. In 
both cases there are special memorial periods, 
there are fixed days when the household 
shrines and the ancestral graves are unusually 
decorated, and there are regular days when at 
each national shrine or temple there is a 
grand festival. But there is also a particular 
„Memorial day, when, as in this country, 
honor and homage are paid to thode who died 
in battle for their country. 

In the case of the family and national Me- 
morial days the origin must be sought for 
back in the mists of Japanese mythology. In 
the case of the special Memorial day” the 
origin is found within the last quarter century. 
It is perhaps impossible to state with certainty 
whether or not the idea was inspired by the 
American custom; it is probable, however, 
that it was simply a special application of the 
Japanese innate tendency to memorialize and 
worship heroes.

He continued until 1554 in the service of 
Spain, and then, to.the regret of the Spanish 
King, he sought in Bristol those peaceful days 
that his laborious life had so well earned. He 
was not, however, one who could be inactive, 
and the next year he was awarded a pension 
by Edward VI. and entered into active work of 
a most varied kind, performing not only the 
technical duties of a hydrographer and head 
ofa maritime department. but also advising 
and directing in matters commergial and 
international. Trade wasdeadly dull. The 
merchants of London consulted Cabot, a 
man in those days very renowned,” upon how 
to resuscitate it. The result of his advice was 
the Willoughby expedition to the Northeast. 
Though two of the ships became only coffins 
for the frozen crew, the third reached 
Archangel and Richard Chancellor went to 
Moscow.

It was a fh decision which placed Dr. 
Lyman Abbott’s lecture on The Evolution 


of Christianity in the first pages of the first 
volume of the New Worid. Aside from the 


value of the ras a scholarly essay, there 
are not a few rs in whom it has inspired 
a deep sense of grt to its author. Dr. 
Abbott begins with Prof. Le Conte’s defini- 
tion of evolumon: Continuous progressive 
change according to certain laws and by 
means of resident forces, assuming, with the 
scientific world, the truth of evolution, of the 
orderly development of life from lower to 
higher forma, the writer’s task is to show that 
Christianity—" the life of God in the soul of 
man”—is subjéct to this universal law of de- 
velopment; in other words, that it w a living, 
growing thing, and no dead collection of pre- 
* 


cepts. 

“There are in Prof. Conte’s definition of 
evolution tliree terms. Evolution is first a 
continuous progressive change; second, ac- 
cording to certain laws; third, by means of 
resident forces. Each of these elements 
enters into and characterizes the develop- 
ment of Christianity. Christianity has been 
not a fixed and unchanging factor, but a life, 
subject to a continuous progressive change; 
this change has been not lawless, irregular, 
and unaccountable, but according to certain 
lawa, fixed inviolable, and never violated, 
though by m6 means well understood; and the 
cause of change or these changes has 
been a force not foreign to man himself but 
residing in him. Thus Christianity, whether 
regarded as an institutional, an intellectual, 
a social, or a moral life, has exemplified the

Nor does thisonward movement of the great 
spiritual development need to be entirely 
smooth, never halting, to consistently sustain 
Dr. Abbott's beautiful thought. On the con- 
trary, the scientists will point out many cases 
of arrested. development, of retrogression, iv 
material life, and so it is with the wonderful 
tree which has wn from the mustard seed. 

The doctrine of Christian evolution, the sig- 
nificance of which it would be a work of 
supererogation for the reviewer to point out, 
has found opponents alike among agnostics 
and orthodox divines. Dr. Abbott, selecting 
Macaulay and Dean Burgon as respective 
representatives of these classes of enemies, 
takes them on their own ground, and appeals 
to the Bible as authority on the dispute 
whether Christianity be a dead and fixed

“If Lord Macaulay and Dean Burgon were 
right; if *theology does not admit of prog- 
ress,’ Moses could not have added to Abra- 
ham’s call the elearer words of the Jen Com- 
mandments, nor David supplanted the taber- 
nacle with preparations for a temple, nor the 
prophets of exile have encouraged the organi- 
zation of the synagogues, nor the Master sub- 
stituted the Sermon on the Mount for the 
Mosaic Law, nor Paul have completed the 
wisdom of Proverbs and Ecclesiastes with the 
diviner and profounder wisdom of the Epis- 
tles to the Romans and to the Ephesians.“ 

The Bible itself, Ur. Abbott believes, is not 
a collection of all truth simplified to save man 
the trouble and strife of the search for truth. 
If it strikes the scales from his eyes, it is that 
he may look for himself, not to force vision 
upon him. Aud a creed is, or should be, not 
an inorganic thing, but a seed. It is to be 
planted, and what comes from the planting 
will depend as much on the soil in which it is 
planted as on the seed itself. " 
“The belief, then, that the Christian relig- 
ion is a divine life is not inconsistent with the 
belief that it is an evolution; for evolution of- 
fers no explanation of the nature or origin of 
life, it only explains life’s process. The belief 
that the Bible is a revelation from God is not in- 
consistent with the’ belief that the Chris- 
tian religion is an evolution; for revelation is 
not a final statement of truth crystallized into 
dogma, but os aby and progressive unveil- 
ing of the mifid that it may perceive truth 
clearly and receive it vitally.

' HAD TROUBLE WITH THE CARDINAL. 


Excitement in Baltimore Caused by a 
Priest's Suicide, 

Barrons, Md., May 28.— [Special.] — The 
Rev. Peter Chowanici, a young Polish priest 
and the popular pastor of the Church of the 
Holy Rosary, died suddenly yesterday morn- 
ing. His most intimate friends say that he 
com mitted suicide, and that Cardinal Gibbons 
alone knows the trouble that led him to the 
act. When the priest first came to Baltimore 
in 1887 he was a favorite with the Cardinal 
and the clergy, who highly praised his work in 
rapidly building up a large congrega- 
tion. During the last six months, 
however; be had not been on 
terms with the Cardinal. Through some 
cause unknown to his friends he had in- 
curred the Cardinal’s displeagure. Last week 
it was openly stated that. the Cardinal m- 
tended to remove him from the Church of the 
Rosary much, against the wishes of the con- 
gregation. 

e priest, who was gaturally of a happy; 
genial disposition, became gloomy and de- 
spondent, and last Sunday remarked to a 
friend that he had learned he was to be re- 
moved from nis charge Thursday, but he 
would be dedd that day. The Cardinal was 
informed of his death before the 
notice of removal had been issued. 
The funeral arrangements were burriedly 
made and this the stfects about the 
church were packed with people, all in a great 
state of excitement over a report the 
Cardinal had forbidden the funeral of the 
priest from the church. Threats were freely 
uttered.against the Cardinal and some of the 
excited Poles declared that the priest’s re- 
mains should be taken into the church if the 
wall had to be torm down. : 

A squad of police ed the doors and 
kept back the cro A committee of the 
congregation went to the ardinal’s 
house, and in about an hour 
returned with the bu permit and 
the priest’s remains were taken into the 
church and a requiem mass cdlebrated.. A 
A large crowd followed the remains to Mount 
Carmel Cemetery. . 

The Cardinal declines to talk about the 
matter. The Poles have threatened the life of 
the priest in charge of the Ann Street Church, 
whom they charge with being the cause of the 
trouble between the Cardinal and the Rev. 
Mr. Chowanici.
